Chester, Pa., April 11.—*'The explosion was the re- 
sult of a diabolical plot conceived in the degenerate mind 
of a demon in human giuse," declared a high official of 
the Eddystone Ammunition corporation today. He said 
that for obvious reasons he could not permit the use of his 
name. 


This official said that investigation concluded this 
afternoon had shown that a bomb manufactured from a 
shell in the plant by one of the employes had caused yes- 
terday's explosion, and the loss of at least 116 lives.

Think Accident Impossible. 


President Vauclain .said today: 
"The disaster occurred in the build- 
ing devoted to loading shrapnel with 
black 
powder, 
commonly 
known 
as 
the base charge. 
The shrapnel made 
in the building wa« three-inch shrap- 
nel for the Russian government. There 
were 10,000 pieces of shrapnel in the 
building. 


"We will make a complete investiga- 
tion as rapidly as possible. 
"We can- 
not understand how it could possibly 
have happened accidentally. 


"There were three explosions, it ap- 
pears, in rapid succe.ssion, with about 
ten .seconds between the first and last 
explosion. 


"The plant has been inspected 
by 
the best experts in the country and 
been 
pronounced 
exceptionally 
well 
designed in every respect. 
In the de- 
sign and construction of the buildings

were guards at every door and nobody 
could enter the building without pass- 
ing the inspection of that guard. Se- 
cret service men also worked

Gable 
expects to go to the coast guard band 
while the others will be in the regular 
coast guard. 


The recruiting oificer urgTes espe^ 
cially that chauffeurs are needed at 
the present time. 
The motor truck 
drivers and musicians go into the serv- 
ice at $24 per month. 


It is also urged that the seven-year 
enlistment be understood. 
This enlist- 
ment is one year in actiA'e service and 
six years in re.serve. AA'hile on reserve 
the enlisted man is subject to call from 
the government only in time of war. 
The only requirement during the re- 
serA-e period is that the reservist re- 
port-by mail his location every three 
month.s. Men Awill, of course, be held 
in active seervice until the end of the 
present Avar. 
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five million men than It is to meet the 
enormous drafts that will be made up- 
on us by our own people and our al- 
lies across the Avater in order to feed 
the troops in the field."

the water, in order to feed the troops 
in the field. 


"Steps haA-e been taken to push the 
production of our farms to the highest 
possible limit and under the direction 
of Prof. G. I. Christie, or Purdue uni- 
A-ers'ity, jiiid the able committee ap- 
pointed to co-operate Avith him, splen- 
did Avork is being done and the farm- 
ers are responding: in a most generous 
Avay to the demands made upon thom 
to increase the output of their farms 
to the highest possible point. 


Speaks to tlie Mayors. 


"I haA'e called you down here today, 
the mayors of the first, second, third 
and fourth classes, Avith a vieAv of mo- 
bilizinir all the A'acant lots and lands in 
your respective cities and of utilizing 
as far as possible the labor of your ro- 
spectiA-e communities for the utiliza- 
tion of these A'acant grounds. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of vacant lots and 
tens of thousands of acres of land lie 
in and around the cities of our state. 
They have been lying fallow for many 
years and must be used now. 


"There -.vi'l be enormous food short- 
ages aliead of us next year, if imme- 
diate steps are not taken. 
AA'^e ask you 
to so back to your re.suective cities and 
call in all your emi>loyers of labo;- with 
a view to enlisting theip in this AvorU. 
utilizing their spare hours for the pur- 
pose of raising foodstuffs; to select a 
icod tiirector in every 
city Avith the 
propel number of assistants and to 
appeal to the patriotism of your citi- 
zenship not only to dellA-er to you for 
the use of the state the A'acant lots and 
grounds, but to assist in performing 
the labor necessary to inA'entory these 
grounds and see to it that tiiey are 
utilized as far as possible by the labor 
of your factories. 


"The tractor companies of tjae state, 
Avith rare generosity, haA'e offered free 
of charge to break up all the larger 
tracts of ground. 
The attorney gen- 
ei-al has advised that, in this emer- 
gency the common coimcil has the au- 
thority to appropriate money for this 
particular purpose and the state board 
of accounts will approve such appro- 
priations and such use of the money." 


What an Hour a Day Cau Do. 


Prof. Christfe pointed out that an 
hour a day devoted to gardening Avould 
mean food and money to the people of 
Indiana. 


"An ordinary city lot," Prof. Christie 
stated, "when cultivated and cropped 
with ordinary garden crops will pro- 
duce food to the value of $75 to $150. 
One hundred lots so cultivated in an 
Indiana city will give a 
return of 
$10,000. The returns from 100 cities 
will exceed a million dollars. 
This 
estimate is conservative and the gar- 
den movement will result in Indiana 
people securing vastly more than one 
million dollars from vacant lots and 
backyards. 


"Experience In this Avork has shown 
that a man can easily take care of an 
ordinary city lot by giving one hour a 
day. AVork by the women and children 
will make It possible for a family to 
take care of tAvo or more lots. In this 
way large areas AVlll be cultivated and 
large returns secured. 
People engag- 
ing In gardening will need information. 
There is the problem of fertilization, 
seeds, methods of planting, rotation, 
etc. 
At this time help will be pro- 
vided through the newspapers, special 
bulletins,'letters, etc." 


The Purdue expert then said that 
the amateur gardeners Avould need su- 
pervisors and suggested that It would 
pay the cities to hire experts on gar- 
deninR. He said Purdue uniA'ersity Avns 
in 
position 
to furnish 
tAventy-five 
trained experts, 
, 


In IncsfMt of K»iplo.rera. 


DavM Roaa. who ia at tha head of 


the backyard gardening movement in 
Lafayette, declared that it was to the 
interest of the employer of labor to as- 
sist his help in learning to cultiA-ate the 
vacant lots. 


"The employer," Mr. Ross continued,, 
"must be made to appreciate that at 
least an hour a Aveek turned <Jver to 
the education of the working people 
at the present time may save a 10 or 
20 per cent increase in Avages to pro- 
vide for another increase in the already 
high cost of living. 
There is not an 
employer of labor in the state, who 
cannot Avell afford to engage and pay 
lecturers on gardening to address his 
employes at least one hour a Aveek and 
pay his help for listening to the lec- 
ture."

"The swell sAvill must go," Avas the 
slogan urged by Richard Liebei', of 
Indianapolis, another speaker at the 
meeting.

The mayorg at the meeting Avith the 
governor adopted resolutions approA'- 
ing the plans to create a state food 
director. 
The resolutions also called 
upon the city populations for idle 
and spare hours that can be diverted 
toAvard meeting Avhat was termed a 
very serious food shortage Avhich may 
confront the populated centers next 
fall and Avinter. 
Another section of 
the i-esolutions advised the immediate

pion, whose co-operation means lead- 
ership, force and direction for the "buy 
at home" movement everywhere. 


The Butterlck company of New York, 
with an output of 150,000,000 period- 
icals a year, has definitely allied Itself 
with the local merchant as against the 
mail order man. 


From one printing plant there go to 
the women of the United States every 
month no less than 1,500,000 maga- 
zines. 
Among these are the Delinea- 
tor, the Designer and the Woman's 
Magazine. At one fell swoop, begin- 
ning with their April 
Issues, 
these 
magazines banished from their col- 
umns all mall order advertising. The 
sacrifice in revenne, it is understood, 
amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. 


The verdict as to whether for them 
this was a piece of "good business" or 
merely a costly concession to senti- 
ment rests with the nation's 
retail 
merchants. 


Without wishing to pose as a proph- 
et, ft Is my personal belief that this 
step on the part of these magazines is 
so significant, so vital to the retail 
merchants of America, that they will 
inevitably fall in line behind these 
leaders of the host and accord them 
such substantial and sustained sup- 
port as to prove their recent stand to 
have been not only a courageous inno- 
vation, but a piece of "good business."

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What Will Fort Wayne Do? 


Abstract discussion of the food problem may be interesting, but it 
brings up nowhere. To get down to the ground, what is Fort Wayne 
going to do for the solution of the problem ? 


The movement for backyards garden and vacant-lot cultivation 
has had much discussion for several weeks. Have the results been 
worth while? We hope so, but are-harassed with doubt. In and about 
Fort Wayne are hundreds of acres of unoccupied-and unused lots and 
lands that can be cultivated. These unused lands are lying fallow 
while owners watch the city's growth and expansion that will give 
them value—awaiting a price. Nothing unusual in that; nothing to 
be said against it. But in no wise will these lands and lots diminish in 
value—in no wise Avill they fail to increase in value the usual way and 
for the usual reasons—if they are this spring devoted to the cultiva- 
tion of food. 


In the city of Indianapolis today there is held a meeting of the 
mayors of Indiana cities to discuss the question of more food and the 
cultivation of backyards and unused land in and about cities. Gover- 
nor Goodrich called this conference because the nation's food prob- 
lem is grave and menaces the people with want next winter. It is 
hoped that out of this conference will come an effective movement 
which will vastly increase Indiana's production of food this year. It 
will not fail to do that if each mayor present at the meeting makes it 
his business to go home and organize for results. Mayor Hosey is 
deeply interested in this movement and will return from the confer- 
ence prepared to urge something like a program. 


But in the case of hundreds of people of Fort WajTie there is no 
need at all to await the mayor's plans or upon leadership of any kind 
or a program of any sort. These are the persons who own land that 
can be cultivated—the householders who have backyards ample for 
the growing of many varieties of vegetables. The resolve to do some- 
thing, a spade, a rake and a couple of dollars' worth of selected seeds 
will launch the effort and a half hour or an hour of diligent attention 
from day to day will bring results—^helpful and perhaps surprising. 


The people of Fort Wayne owe it to their country and to them- 
selves to "do their bit" for the nation at war. The warm days are 
coming. The time to prepare soil and get in seeds is upon us. There 
ought to be no delay, no holding back, no waiting for somebody in the 
neighborhood to set the example. A race to be first would be useful, 
worthy and interesting.

"Seed may be started indoor or in 
a specially constructed cold frame or 
sed bed. The soil for this purpose 
should consist of compost made of 
layers of old sod and well rotted man- 
ure. 
After this has thoroughly des- 
icated, sprinkle 
lime 
over the top 
and mix thoroughly. If the bottom soil^ 
of the seed bed is hard clay, dig out 
about one and one-half foot and sub- 
stitute cinders, ashes or some other 
pervious material for drainage, then 
place ten inches of this compost soil 
on top and pulverize It with a hoe and 
rake. ^ 


Sowinsr Seed. 


"Sow the seeds; In straight row about 
six inches apart. 
Place each seed one 
Inch apart in these rows and as soon 
as the third leaf develops, thin out, 
continuing this process until the ul- 
timate spacing is about 6 inches apart 
in the rows. 
These plants may now 
be left In their location until they are 
transplanted In their permanent bed. 
After these plants have been planted 
In their permanent location, sow a 
second batch of seed to replace the in- 
ferior plants, the latter part of June.

11.—In 
spite of the fact that the probabilities 
are that the TTnited States will need 
more food this year than ever before 
in its history and f a r m e r s are being 
urged to put forth every effort to in- 
crease the crops, Indiana f a r m e r s are 
farther behind in their work at pres- 
ent, as a general rule, than for years, 
according to F r a n k N. Wallace, state 
entomologist, who has just 
returned 
to his office f r o m a trip through the 
rural communities. 
He says that the 
weather and condition of the ground 
has been such that the f a r m e r s have 
been unable to get into their fields for 
spring plowing. 
At present, he de- 
clares, they are making strenuous ef- 
forts to get the plowing down, 
and 
often the work is being done when the 
f a r m e r s kijow it would be better not 
to plow. 
This is necessai-y, Mr. Wal- 
lace says, if the crops are to be put in 
the ground in time to mature. 


Mr. Wallace, on his trip, discussed 
to some extent the movement for plant- 
ing more acreage. 
He says he found 
som f a r m e r s who took 
the 
attitude 
that if unusually large crops arc raised 
prices will drop and they will not make 
enough to pay them for the extra ex- 
pense and work of tilling more ground. 


Another handicap this year, which 
will tend to limit 
the 
crops, 
unless 
something is done to relieve it, Mr. 
Wallace says, is lack of labor for the 
f a r m . 
Many of the lartdowners and 
f a r m e r s have 
the 
seed, machinery, 
land and necessary money, but cannot 
get the 
"man-power" 
to work 
the 
ground to any greater extent t h a n in 
the past, if to that amount. 
Some 
means of furnishing labor to the f a r m - 
er must be devised to m a k e the pres- 
ent suggestions of greater acreage a 
success, Mr. Wallace says. 


The department of the state ento- 
mologist is making plans to co-operate 
with the federal government and all 
other organizations this year in 
fight- 
ing the insect pests of the crops. 
In 
the past the department has given ad- 
vice in fighting crop pests, but this 
year's campaign, it is planned, will be 
more thorough and general than ever 
before.

for marriage licenses is largely due to 
the recent announcement that all sin- 
gle men between 19 and 21 years may 
be drafted and also with the strong 
probability that the compulsory mil- 
itary service bill will pass the present 
congress. 


Local 
officers declare 
that 
those 
men who were members of the 
na- 
tional guard units, as well as those on 
the reserve who have been 
married 
during the past week will not be dis- 
charged under the dependency clause. 
Besides they contend that it is very 
probable that all others between the 
age limits "who thus endeavor to hide 
behind a woman's skirts" will also be 
included in the list of those eligible 
for military service.

youngsters in

The possibilities—Chicago, Boston. Now 
York, Cleveland, St. Louis and Detroit— 
who is going to «ay which one is best? 


It may be possible to figure out on paper 
with batting, fielding, pitching and base 
running averages, that one club has aome- 
thing on another—hut that doesn't count 
the brains of a bail club—Its aggressive- 
nesa or the "fire" that many times wins 
ball games. It doesn't show the tempera- 
ment and It doesn't take Into considera- 
tion the degree and direction of the man- 
ager's abilities.

Made up of 
cold blooded money players, who play 
with their brains as much as with their 
hands and feet, and equipped with a com- 
plete substitute team scarcely less effect- 
ive than the first line aggregation, the 
Red Sox will always be contenders this 
year. 


St. Louis is the dark horse of the league. 
Fielder Jones has gone a long way to 
bolster up his club of last year with 
youngsters who ihay either make him a 
sensation or leave him in the second 
division. 


The Cleveland club has great possibili- 
ties. 
The infield is the weakest spot, but 
(his may be bolstered up with the regular.«» 
and substitutes Fohl has under conunand. 
At thi-s time it is impossible to consign 
Cleveland to a second division berth, be.- 
cause of the inospect of Wood and Mortoa 
coming through to ro"nplote what, with 
them, will be a great pitching staff.

This distribution of pressure has resulted 
in scattered precipitation in western dt.s- 
tricts and in the extreme northeast. The 
weather i."! moderately cool in the extremo 
northern sections of the country and in 
the southern Rocky mountain region, but 
elsewhere practically st-asonal tempera- 
tures obtain.

In spite of the disloyal crew, Law- 
rence drew his ship close up to the 
Shannon before he fired a broadside. 
At the first return fire he was wounded 
in the arm and, lying: on deck, he di- 
rected the battle, until the ship was 
captured. 


As the Chesapeake was belngr bat- 
tered into a useless mass of wreck- 


age, Capt. Lawrence urged on his men, 
shouting the words that remain his 
epitaph to this day: 


"Don't give up the ship!" 
But the untrained and undisciplined 
crew could not withstand 
the 
heavy 
fxre of the Shannon, and the Che.sa- 
peake was captured. 
The last words 
of the unfortunate commander were to 
his surgeon: 


"Go on deck and tell the officers to 
fight on to the last and never strilte 
the colors. 
They shall wave while I 
live." 


Four days later Lawrence died on 
board the Shannon.

The young man entering the army can choose one of many 
branches. There are the engineers, signal corps, including the avia- 
tion section, coast artillery, field artillery, cavalry, infantry, quarter- 
master department and medical corps. 


The engineers build military bridges, lay tracks for military rail- 
roads, construct field redoubts and the " 
more elaborate ti'ench systems and at- 
tend to the work of destruction if it 
is necessary to raze towns or build- 
ings. 


The signal corps Is charged 
with 
duty of keeping the various parts of 
an a r m y in contact by means of field 
radio sets, flag signals, smoke sigrnals, 
heliograph messages 
or 
any 
other 
means that m a y be necessary. 
In the 
signal corps is included the aviation 
service. 
Enlisted men are instructed 
as aero mechanics and some learn to 
fly. 


The coaat artillery corps is in charge 
of the big forts that defend our coast 
cities.

MARINES 


So many trades and specialties are represented among the blue- 
jackets of Uncle Sam's navy that almost any man can find congenial 
work. 


The young man who would serve aboard one of our fighting ships 
can make his choice from among the following: Seaman, fireman, 
artificer, electrician, wireless operator. 


The National Guard. 


The National Guard consists of thé 
military forces of the states which in 
time of war are brought under 
the 
federal government and 
receive 
the 
same pay while serving with the army. 
It contains the same branches in the 
larger states as the regular army. The 
a r m y also has an officer reserve corps 
made up of educated men who have 
qualified by examination to be officers 
in war time. 


yeoman (clerk), hospital steward, or 
cook. 


The men of the seaman branch deal 
solely with the navigation of the ship. 
They are rated as seamen third, sec- 
ond and first class. 
They m a y win 
promotion through various 
branches 
of the deck force. 
They m a y become 
quartermasters, who have charge of 
signaling and who work at the naviga- 
tion of the ship under the supervision 
of the navigating officer on the bridge, 
the boatswains mates, who are in di- 
rect charge of the work on deck in- 
cluding the handling 
of heavy gear 
and the stowing of the small boats; 
cockswains whose chief duty is the 
handling of the .small boats and their 
care, or gunner's mates who 
spend 
most of their time caring 
for 
and 
working the gun.s. 


The machinery of a fighting ship is 
the chief concern 
of 
the 
artificer 
branch of the service. 


The positions open to men in this 
department are as follows: Fireman, 
first, second and 
third 
class; 
oiler, 
water tender, boiler maker, 
machin- 
ists' mate, 
coppersmith, 
ship fitter, 
electrician, blacksmith, plumber 
and 
fitter, 
sailmakers' 
mate, 
carpenters' 
mate, painter, printer and store keep- 
er. 


The so-called special branch of the 
service includes the men of the pay 
and supply department, the medical 
depai-tment and the band. 
The pay 
department bluejackets are known as 
yeoman. 
They are seagoing clerks. 


The commissary 
branch 
includes 
the messmen, cooks and stewards. 


In general the men of the navy ai'e 
divided into the 
following 
classes: 
landsmen and apprentices, petty offi- 
cers, third, 
second 
and 
first 
class, 
chief petty officers, w a r r a n t officers, 
commissioned 
Avarrant 
officers 
and 
commissioned officers. 


An enlisted m a n may rise to the 
highest rank in the navy if he starts 
his career early enough in life. Many 
young men are appointed each year 
from the i-anks to the naval academy 
at Annapolis where they are trained 
to be commissioned officers and paid 
while learning. 
Others, 
of unusual 
ability rise through all grades up to 
that of warrant officer and are then 
appointed upon special examination to 
be ensigns, the lowest 
commissioned 
rank. 
However, this is not an easy 
road to travel, for the candidate must 


have passed through all grades and 
must not be over the age of 35 years 
at the time he is commissioned. 


jVaral Reserv es. 
• The navy has several classes of re- 
serves and an organization known as 
the National 
Naval 
Volunteers 
for 
those who do not wish to serve in the 
regular force. 
The members of these 
forces receive the same pay as 
the 
regulars in time of 
war, 
and 
the 
National Naval Volunteers 
are 
paid 
one-fourth the pay of the navy in time 
of peace. 


The United States marine corps is the smallest of our three fight» 
ing forces, but it is the most active in time of peace. 


The chief duty of the corps, of late years, has been to keep ordei 
and protect American interests in the turbulent countries to the south 
of us. In Mexico, Nicaragua, Haiti, San Domingo, marines have taken 
a hand in local revolutions, compelled 
order and left the place a better land 
than it was before they came. 


Marines are not 
sailors, 
although 
they travel f r o m place to place 
on 
naval ships. 
They are soldiers of the 
sea. 
They are a part of the comple- 
ment of almost every large vessel in 
the navy, where they do guard duty 
and m a n 
the 
lighter 
guns. 
When 
ashore at home they live in naA-y yard 
barracks. 


The principal 
advantage 
that 
the 
marine corps holds out to recruits is 
a chance to see the world and 
take 
part in adventurous expeditions into 
strange lands with always the possi- 
bility of seeing a hot 
fight. 
The va- 
riety of the work also appeals to many, 
in spite of the fact that the pay is 
not as high as in certain branches of 
the navy, and promotion is not usually 
as rapid as in the army. 


For the man 
who 
would 
rather 
fight than eat and who has a tinge of 
wanderlust in his system, the marine 
corps is the ideal branch of the serv- 
ice. 


Marines are trained as infantrymen 
and artillerymen. 
But they also have 
to master the han'dling of small boats 
u.sed by landing forces. 
They must be 
well versed in 
naval 
customs 
and 
etigyet, 
in theroutine of 
life 
about 
a warship and the "language of the 
sea," which must be understood 
by 
anyone serving aboard a _man-o'-war. 
They may also be called' upon to do 
the work of army engineers and sig- 
nalmen. 


In Haiti recently, the old joke about 
the "horse marines" became a solid 
fact, for the marines who were sent 
down into that wild little island were 
mounteS as cavah-ymen. 


The marine corps is organized along 
the same lines as the army. 
It has its 
corporals, sergeants, 
second 
lieuten- 
ants, first lieutenants, etc., up to the 
rank of major general, commandant. 
Two new ranks have recently 
been 
authorized, warrant 
marine 
gunner 
and warrant qu^rterniaster. 


Men are promoted through the non- 
commissioned grades 
on 
merit and 
those who show extraordinary ability, 
and are below 
the 
age 
limit 
of 27 
years, 
often 
obtain 
commissions. 
Many officers come from the ranks. 
The others are appointed from Annap- 
olis or f r o m civil life after a special 
examination. 


jMarinc Volwnteers. 


Marine corps companies have been 
formed in ten of the national naval 
volunteer organizations for the benefit 
of men who wish to train themselves 
for service with the United States ma-, 
rine corps in time of war. 
In peace 
time these men receive the one-fourth 
of the pay of the regulars, and In time 
of war are paid on the same basis a» 
the professional marines.

The fight between the retail selling 
of goods by local merchants and re- 
tall selling centralized In tbe bands of 
a few powerful corporations Is an old 
one. 
But until now there has been 
no practical co-operation between the 
magazines and the million or more re- 
tail merchants of tbe country. The re- 
cent decision of the Delineator, the 
Designer and the Woman's Magazine 
to exclude all mall order advertising 
from their columns Is Important In that 
It brings to the thousands of scattered 
communities now conducting the fight 
a unifying force bf naUon wide scope 
and Influence. If It can achieve recog- 
nition and co-operation at the hands 
of retail merchants It is perfectly evi- 
dent they In turn will profit, substan- 
tially under the new national leader- 
ship. 


Paul H. Nystrom, former professor 
of political economy In the universi- 
ties of Wisconsin and Minnesota, speak« 
Ing of the growth of the mall order In- 
dustry. which has grown to be a men- 
ace to local merchants, says: 


"One chief cause of the recent ripld 
progress of the mall order business Is 
the tremendous Increase In circulation 
of popular periodical literature loaded 
with advertising, particularly the na- 
tional women's magazines. Both read- 
ing matter and advertising have shown 
the way to greater variety In consump- 
tion." 


The magazines which have changed 
their policy so as to exclude all mall 
order advertising have a 
circulation 
of over 1,500,000 a. month among the 
better class of families In the United 
States. 
This In Itself 
removes 
the 
menace of mall order competition from 
the reading matter of about one out 
of every five merchandise buying fam- 
ilies In each community. 
Undoubtedly 
this will be a powerful If not the de^ 
termlnlng factor in the success 
of 
many a "buy at home" movement In 
territory tbat is now debatable.

Bound for Mexico With 
Much War Stuff. 


San Diego, Cal., April 11.—^A muni- 
tions carrying schooner bound for a 
Mexican west coast port was fired upon 
and captured 
by two United 
States 
torpedo boat destroyers, it la learned 
frOm authoHtative sources. 
Five shots 
were fired at the vessel when it at- 
tempted to escape and the ship was

beached. 
Several

rounds of rifle and machine gun am- 
munition were taken aboard the de- 
stroyers and landed at a Pacific port.
